One of the most sensational black­ 
mailing schemes ever attempted 
in 
this cart of the country has just been 
made public through the threatened 
abduction of the children of A. R. Pea­ 
cock, of Pittsburg, and but tor the 
timely arrival of three of Pittsburg’s 
shrewdest 
detectives, 
the 
scheme 
wo'dd probably have 
beeu 
carried 
out. 
Colonel J. N. Taylor, president 
of 
the Knowles, Taylor & Knowles com­ 
pany, was the intended victim. 
The 
blackmailers demanded in an anony­ 
mous letter that unless 
$5,000 
was 
placed in a hollow tile near the West 
End bridge at a certain specified time 
he would be assassinated. 
The recipient of the letter immedi­ 
ately turned it over to the Perkins 
Detective agency of Pittsburg, with in- 
strugtions to spare no expense in run 
ning down the guilty parties. 
Three 
of the best men that could be secured 
were sent here and immediately began 
work on the case. 
The postoffice de­ 
partment was first visited and the de­ 
tectives were not long in finding out 
that the letter had been dropped in a 
box in the west end of the city. Ef­ 
forts were at once directed to that 
section with the hope of striking 
a 
clue which they were not long in find­ 
ing. 
O ne of the detectives dressed as an 
ordinary workingman, the others as 
tramps, lait all apparently strangers 
to ( ach other, within a day after their 
arrival were loafing around the site 
of the old Specialty glass works and 
along the railroad in 
that 
vicinity. 
They were not long in forming the 
acquaintance of the suspect and under 
some clever pretext soon had a speci­ 
men of his handwriting in their pos 
session. 
This, together with the let 
ter. was immediately turned over to 
handwriting experts in Pittsburg, who 
pronounced the handwriting identical 
with that in the letter sent to Colonel 
Taylor and that both papers had been 
penned by the same hand. This con 
vinced the detectives that their suspi 
cions were correct, but they were una 
hie. at the time, to secure sufficient 
additional evidence to justify them in 
placing the man under arrest. 
During all this time both the sus 
pert and Colonel Taylor were careful 
*ly shadowed, in order that any attempt 
to carry’ the threatened attack into 
execution could be prevented. 
Final 
ly the man, c.ldontly becoming suspi 
cious of his newly formed acquaintan 
ces. suddenly disappeared and all trace 
for a time was lost. 
He was located 
some time later in Pittsburg and has 
been practically under the surveillance 
of the police ever since. Colonel Tay 
lor was seen by a News Review repor 
ter this morning and said: 
“Yes, the story is true, but I did not 
intend it should become public. I re 
reived a letter several weeks ago de 
manding that $5,000 be placed in 
tile near the West End bridge or the 
writer would assassinate me. 
I im 
mediately placed the matter in the 
hands of the Perkins Detective agency 
of Pittsburg, and sent instructions to 
spare no expense in capturing the guil­ 
ty parties. 
Three of their best men 
WGre pent here, but they did cot ar­ 
rive until after the time specified for 
me to leave the money. 
“I did not fear assassination, but I 
thought a person that would send a 
letter of such a threatening 
nature 
deserved to be punished. 
From the 
evidence secured by the detectives I 
am fully convinced as to the identity 
of the guilty party, yet it was not suf­ 
ficient to insure a conviction. 
I am 
i 
told that the same party is now’ sus­ 
pected of threatening to abduct A. R. 
Peacocks children, of Pittsburg, de­ 
manding money, and I presume the 
Pittsburg 
detectives 
have 
good 
, 
grounds for their suspicions, as 
he 
has been under strict surveillance ever 


since he left here. 
I have been 
ad­ 
vised by them, from time to time, of 
his movements, but there has been no 
further effort to extort money 
from 
me. as they suspected he would do." 
While the detectives were here they 
stopped at the Thompson House, and 
as they did not seem to be acquainted 
they did not attract any particular a t 
tention from the attaches or guests 
at the hotel. 
A Pittsburg paper states: 
"Detect­ 
ives believe that two letters received 
last January which threatened the ab 
duction of the children of A. R. Pea­ 
cock unless $1,000 was deposited in a 
pecified place, were written jy the 
same man. who has. at different times 
during the past two years, written

I im­ 
mediately placed the matter in the 
hands of the Perkins Detective agency 
of Pittsburg, and sent instructions to 
spare no expense in capturing the guil­ 
ty parties. 
Three of their best men 
were sent here, but they did cot ar­ 
rive until after the time specified for 
me to leave the money. 
“I did not fear assassination, but I 
thought a person that would send a 
letter of such a threatening 
nature 
deserved to be punished. 
From the 
evidence secured by the detectives I 
am fully convinced as to the identity 
of the guilty party, yet it was not suf­ 
ficient to insure a conviction. 
I am 
told that the same party is now sus­ 
pected of threatening to abduct A. R. 
Peacock’s children, of Pittsburg, de­ 
manding money, and I presume the 
Pittsburg 
detectives 
have 
good 
grounds for 
their suspicions, as 
he 
has been under strict surveillance ever 


since he left here 
I have been 
ad­ 
vised by them, from time to lime, of 
his movements, but there has been no 
further effort to extort money 
from 
me. as they suspected he would do." 
While the detectives were here they 
stopped at tho Thompson House, and 
as they did not seem to be acquainted 
they did not attract any particular a t 
tention from the attaches or guests 
at the hotel. 
A Pittsburg paper states: 
“Detect­ 
ives believe that two letters received 
last January which threatened the ab 
duction of the children of A. R. Pea­ 
cock unless $1,000 was deposited in a 
specified place, were written jy the 
same man. who has, at different times 
during the past two years, written 
epistles to many prominent 
. en in 
this section, 
threatening kidnaping, 
assassination and other calamities to 
those who do not leave money 
for 
him at designated places. 
It is gener­ 
ally understood that the man 'n ques­ 
tion is merely a crank and that bis 
threats are empty ones. Fie has been 
rather too active of late, however, and 
will probably be arrested in a day or 
two."

It is the purpose of both gentlemen 
to present no bills lf they can avoid 
doing so. although it is barely possi­ 
ble that it will full to the lot of Mr. 
Buell to introduce tho bills to relievo 
County Treasurer Charles FL 
Smith 
and George D. Flugan for losses sus­ 
tained through the failure of the Lis­ 
bon bank. Tin* political scribes at tho 
capital have referred to tho position 
taken by Messrs. Connell and Buell 
and regard It as somewhat anomalous. 
The Columbus Press, tho Democratic 
organ, hands out tho following bouquet 
to Senator Connell: 
"The senator from Columbiana coun­ 
ty occupies a position In tho legisla­ 
tive halls which few have dared to 
aspire to in the 
[inst and lie can say 
with Justle** 
that Ie* Is not hound to 
vote for or against any measure of bls 
colleagues. 
The position is that he 
has not introduced a single bill dur­ 
ing the present session, and what Is 
more. does not propose* to do h o lf It 
can lie avoided. 
Hon. Charley ('. Con­ 
nell, the* senator 
from 
Columbiana, 
Is a Republican attorney of 
Lisbon. 
Ile holds tin* theory that bis constit­ 
uents did not send bim to the halls 
of legislation to Introduce bills and 
patch up the laws on 
tho 
statute 
hooks, but rather to prevent Indiscrim­ 
inate legislation. 
It is believed that 
if other legislators would emulate tho 
reserve of the young senator from 
Columbiana the state would be saved 
much useless expense blethe printing 
of legislative journals and volumes of 
laws enacted.” 
The annual report of the state in­ 
spector of building and loan associa­ 
tions shows that there Ih $25.34 invest­ 
ed In these Institutions for every resi­ 
dent in this state. 
The number 
of 
associations reporting for 
the 
year 
was 757. as compared with 763 for the 
preceding year. 
The totul assets 
of 
these companies for the year amount­ 
ed to $105,374,306.69, a decrease 
of 
$127,804.83. 
These losses are due to 
the reorganization of several associa­ 
tions as 
trust companies and to the 
ousting of two large Cleveland asso­ 
ciations by the 
supreme court. Sum­ 
ming all things up. the past year has 
been the most prosperous In the build­ 
ing and loan history of the state. 
It is declared that the Earhart bill, 
authorizing the council of any munici­ 
pality to levy a special tax on vehi­ 
cles of all kinds, is prac tically dead. 
It is still slumbering in the hands of 
the house committee on municipal af­ 
fairs, and It will 
probable 
remain 
there, 
The Devaul bill to repeal the 
Garfield corrupt practice act has been 
recommended for passage by tile sen­ 
ate committee on elections and privi­ 
leges and there is every reason to be­ 


l i e v e that it will become a law. Sena­ 
tor Bieber, of Akron, and T, J. Mc­ 
Hugh, o f Cincinnati, have a drafted 
substitute for the Fainter canal aban­ 
donment bill which they hope to get 
reported instead of the latter 
meas­ 
ure. 
It provides for the permanent 
retention of the canals of the state, 
and seeks to make 
them 
self-sup­ 
porting by established a new system 
of rentals, which would yield the state 
a comfortable income. The bill Is de­ 
signed to encourage 
boat 
building. 
The inadequate number of boats, ac­ 
cording to Senator Bieber, interferes 
with the successful canal operation.

ASSING from tin' N my York 
coterie and by the little

were keeping; up the liter­ 
ary traditions of Philadel­ 
phia as IK*st they could, one would 
have found In Baltim ore in 1S32 a 
law yer and a statesm an who w as 
showing that the south could con­ 
tribute its own characteristic share 
to th e rom ance of the period. John Pendleton Kennedy, born in I TU.'*, joined 
th e volunteer service in the w ar of 1812. a t the close of which he began legal 
studies and in ISIS took up literary pursuits as a diversion. 
Politics appears 
to have been forced upon him w ith the honor of repeated election to congress 
and attendant positions of responsibility culm inating in the secretaryship of 
th e navy, an office th a t has been tilled several tim es by men of letters. T w enty 
years before this, in 1S32, he published ins first novel, “Swallow B am ; or, a 
Sojourn In th e Old Dominion," portraying plantation life in Virginia on its 
w hite side, genial, generous and hospitable. 
T he sketches which are here 
stru n g on the thread of a story have a flowing ease of diction and an accuracy 
of observation th a t are continually suggestive of Irving and “BraeeUridge 
H all." 
T heir m inuteness of descriptive detail is photographic in accuracy, 
leaving also strong im pressions of salient features and a general vie w of som e­ 
w hat drowsy and disheveled landscapes, like those of the Hudson in the d ays 
of the D utch. 
Sleepy Hollow is recalled by the dell on th e banks of th e 
Jam es and Ichabod C rane by th e Pedagogue club. 
F aithful representations 
are given of th e courthouse scenes and county politics, of dom estic economies 
and extravagances, of convivial boards and m oonlight hunts. 
“Horse-Shoe Robinson” w as one of the earliest exam ples of historical 
rom ance w ritten in America. 
Cooper had set a copy which none of his 
countrym en had been able to im itate for ten years after “The Spy” w as 
w ritten, but by 1835 Kennedy could send out som ething better than an im ita­ 
tion In th e story which closes w ith th e battle of K ing’s M ountain in the w ar 
of independence. This tim e he placed his rom ance in South Carolina and went 
back as fa r as Scott did when he began “ W averley: or. ’Tis Sixty Years 
Since.” 
H istorical events of the Revolution w ere getting far enough back to 
be seen In proper perspective. Around them were gathering the m ist of trad i­ 
tion. sufficient to produce a requisite halo of romance. Even a delightful m yth 
bad tim e to harden into a fact in threescore years, and w hat statem ent of 
contem poraries w as ever so definite and well attested th a t the acum en of a 
later criticism w as not able to upset? 
This w riter w as as faithful to the 
record as a novelist is required to be, but every one knows th a t there is no 
such basis for fiction as fact and th a t history is th e most ductile, m alleable, 
pliable aud flexible of all m aterials. Therefore if any statistician approaches 
our first or second or tw entieth w riter of historical rom ances with P ilate’s 
question, “W hat is tru th ?” let him turn to historians in every nation and tim e 
from H erodotus down to find a satisfactory answ er. 
If he then addresses the 
great body of readers, he will also discover that the history they rem em ber 
best w as learned in novels and som etim es th a t the later th e history the nearer 
the sifted tradition com es to romance. 
Three years later he published “Bob of the Bowl.” 
In this story he cam e 
nearer his home, but w ent further hack In history to the colonial days of the 
second Lord Baltim ore and of the disturbances consequent upon King C harles’ 
order to substitute P rotestants for Rom an Catholics iu every provincial office 
of trust. 
Pictures of dom estic life altern ate w ith wilder scenes on land and 
sea in a tim e when sm uggling w as not sharply 
distinguished from legitim ate com m erce by ad ­ 
venturous skippers. 
P o rtraitu re of colonial life 
Itself ranged from tile governor’s m ansion to the 
corsair's hiding place, from the noblem an and 
cavalier to th e tailor and m ountebank. 
In it all a 
picture of th e tim es is afforded th a t no chronicle 
or annals or m ore pretentious history has given. 
As the author had begun his literary career 
w ith the anonym ous and Salm agundian “Red 
Book” of local funm aking and satire upon the 
town, so he closed it w ith a political satire entitled 
“Quodlibet, by Solomon Secondtbought, School­ 
m aster,” on the period of the national hank aud 
contem porary issues. 
But th e last-book is not 
like th e first nor is any one of his three other 
volumes like either of its com panions. 
They arc 
as diverse at least as th e provinces w ith w hich 
Kennedy, 
they deal and, while rem aining faith fu l to th e features of each, are broadly 
and pleasantly southern iu their general character. 
A more prolific southern author w as W illiam Gilmore Sim m s of South 
Carolina. 
He, too, began life as a law yer, but left his profession for a m ore 
active career as a w riter, first of verst's a fte r an unsuccessful new spaper 
experience, publishing his “Lyrical and O ther Poem s” in 1827 and three other 
volumes In as m any years. 
“ A talantis, a Story of the Sea.” composed on the 
M assachusetts shore, brought him a generous welcome by the guild of authors 
In New York, the H arpers Issuing th is poem and also his first tale, entitled 
“ M artin F aber.” Then followed a tim e of production m arvelous in its indus­ 
try and fertility—poems, plays, review s, essays, biographies and, more num er­ 
ous still, novels Which flowed from a quill th a t surpassed the so called 
fountain pen of recent invention and untrustw orthy habits. 
“The Yemassee,” “The P artisan ,” “Southern Passages and Pictures,” 
“Donna Florida,” “T he W igwam and the C abin,” “T he D am sel of D arien” 
and th e like are the author's sign m anual of the gifts th a t are to follow’ and 
of w hat sort they will be. 
T here w ill be sunshine in them as in the laud 
w here they were w ritten, but alternating w ith black clouds aud terrific storm s, 
loyalty w ith disloyalty, peace w ith war, fam ily affection w ith tile feuds of 
kinsm en, th e love of Independence w ith fidelity to colonial tradition, love w ith 
duty, filial devotion w ith a lover’s consecration, ail intensified by the undeni­ 
able influences which belong to.race and environm ent. 
To characterize these 44 volum es th a t he published in 33 years would 
m anifestly be beyond the scope of anything less than a literary biography. 
On the other hand, it may be said of this voluminous w riter, as of m any who 
have w ritten less, th at ta quote a single passage as an exam ple of his produc­ 
tion is as ju st as to bring forw ard a scale of bark and say. “ Behold the 
palm etto tree!” 
Passing by “Guy Rivers" and th e rest of Ids border stories and the Iudian 
rom ance of “T he Yemassee,” a great success, the first of the Revolution tales, 
“The P artisan ,” appears the sam e year w ith K ennedy’s “Horse-Shoe Robin­ 
son,” 1835. 
In this, as In the m ost of his narratives, true or fictitious, there 
is an abundance of action, and, w hile th e reader is hurried over rough places, 
there is no danger of falling asleep. 
In “MelUphampe” the career of M arion during the period described, the 
w riter a s s e r t, is true to the letter of w ritten history. If the story varies from 
this, the author is careful to mention In a preface th a t the divergence is sup­ 
ported by tradition. B ut he will not dignify tins interesting episode w ith the 
nam e of historical romance, because it contains nothing which had a visible 
effect upon th e ^ o g re ss of the Revolution. 
Still, it throw s a strong light 
upon “th e tim es th a t tried men’s souls” aud gives th a t personality and par­ 
ticularity to events and actors w hich the best histories cannot stop to give in 
dealing w ith large issues. 
The reader who takes up these rom ances of our earlier w riters m ust not 
expect them to resem ble the fine spun creations of th e present day. They are 
not fabrications of th e draw ing room and th e city 
street or country village. 
They belong to the 
frontier, the settlem ent or the colonial tow n, to 
backwoodsmen, patriot troops aud B ritish regu­ 
lars. 
As such they have a roughness or some­ 
tim es an inartistic artificiality th a t is no better, 
w ith scenes th a t would be overdraw n if they were 
less th an true in their violence. 
They represent 
the heroic tim e in all its strength of purpose w ith 
the incidental bitterness th at grew out of it be­ 
tw een men of the sam e neighborhood or of the 
sam e race who had resorted to arm s on a question 
of loyalty to an oppressive governm ent or of inde­ 
pendent home rule. 
Foursrore y e a r' later readers 
of tnese rom ances could understand in yje light 
Simms. 
of a subsequent w ar how fam ilies could be sei>- 
arated and feuds spring up betw een friendly households and some of the 
distresses of an earlier tim e be reproduced. 
A few other novelists 
of this primitive period do not deserve the oblivion 
that im likely 
to befall them.

Politics appears

I av only 
years before this, in is','J, he published his tirst novel, "Swallow Baru: or. a 
Sojourn In the Old Dominion," |*ort»ayimr plantation life in Virginia on its 
white side, venial, generous and hospitable. 
The sketches av hi eh are here 
strung on the thread of a story have a flowing ease of diction and rn accuracy 
of observation that are continually suggestive of Irving and "Kracdiridge 
Hall.” 
Their minuteness of d isru p tiv e detail is photographic in accuracy, 
leaving also strong impressions of salient features and a general view of some­ 
what drowsy and disheveled landscapes, like those of the Hudson in the days 
of the Dutch. 
Sleepy Hollow is recalled by the dell on the banks of the 
Jam es and I cha bod Crane by the Pedagogue club. 
Faithful representations 
are given of the courthouse scenes and county polities, of domestic economies 
and extravagances, of < oiiA ivi.nl boards and moonlight hunts. 
“Horse-Shoe Robinson” was one of the earliest examples of historical 
romance written in America. 
Cooper had si-t ii copy aa*bidi none of his 
countrymen laid been able to im itate for ten years after “The Spy” avjis 
written, but by 1835 Kennedy could send out something better than an imita­ 
tion In the story which closes aa itll the battle of King's Mountain in the w ar 
of Independence. This time he placed Ids romance in South Carolina aud went 
back as far aa Scott did when he began "Waverley; or. 'Tis Sixty Years 
Since.” 
Historical events of the Revolution Avere getting far enough back to 
be seen in proper perspective. Around them Avere gathering the mist of tradi­ 
tion, sufficient to produce a requisite halo of romance. 
Even a delightful myth 
bad tim e to harden into a fact iii threescore years, and w hat statem ent of 
contemporaries avus ever so definite and Avell attested that the acumen of a 
later criticism was not able to upset? 
Tilts Avriter aahs as faithful to the 
record as a novelist is required to be. but every one knows th at there is no 
such basis for fiction as fact and that history is the most ductile, malleable, 
pliable aud flexible of Jill materials. Therefore if any statistician approaches 
our first or second or twentieth w riter of historical romances Avlth Pilate’s 
Question, “W hat Is truth?" let him turn to historians in every nation and time 
from Herodotus down to find a satisfactory answer. 
If be then addresses the 
great body of readers, he aa- i 11 also discover that the history they remember 
best was learned in novels and sometimes that the later the history the nearer 
the sifted tradition comes to romance. 
Three years later lie published “Bob of the Bowl." 
In this story he came 
nearer his home, but went further back in history to the colonial days of the 
second Lord Baltimore aud of the disturbances consequent upon King Charles’ 
order to substitute Protestants for Bornan Catholics in every provincial office 
of trust. 
Pictures of domestic life alternate A v itb wilder scenes on land and 
•ea In a tim e when smuggling was not sharply 
distinguished from legitimate commerce by ad ­ 
venturous skippers. 
Portraiture of colonial life 
itself ranged from tin* governor’s mansion to the 
corsair’s hiding place, from the nobleman and 
cavalier to the tailor and mountebank. 
In it all ji 
picture of the times is afforded th a t no chronicle 
or annals or more pretentious history has given. 
As the author had begun his literary career 
with the anonymous and Salmagundis!! "Bed 
Book” of local funmaking and satire upon the 
town, so he closed it with a political satire entitled 
“Quodlibet, by Solomon Seeotidthought, School­ 
m aster,” on the period of the national Dank anil 
contemporary issues. 
Rut the last-book is not 
like the first nor is any one of his three other 
volumes like either of its companions. 
They are 
as diverse at least as the provinces A v ith which 
Kennedy, 
they deal and, while remaining faithful to the features of each, are broadly 
and pleasantly southern in their general character. 
A more prolific southern author was William Gilmore Simms of South 
Carolina. 
He, too, began life as a lawyer, but left his profession for a more 
active career as a writer, first of verses after an unsuccessful neAvspaper 
experience, publishing his “Lyrical and Other Poems” in 1827 and three other 
volumes In as many years. 
"Atalantis, a Story of tile Sea.” composed on the 
Massachusetts short*, brought him a generous welcome by the guild of authors 
In New York, the Harpers issuing this poem and also his first bile, entitled 
“ Martin Faber.” Then followed a tim e of production marvelous in its indus­ 
try anti fertility—poems, plays, reviews, essays, biographies and, more numer­ 
ous still, uovels Which tioAved from a quill that surpassed the so called 
fountain pen of recent invention and untrust Avortliy Ha bits. 
“The Yemassee,” “The Partisan,” "Southern Passages and Pictures,” 
“Donna Florida.” “The W igwam and the Cabin,” “The Damsel of Darien” 
and the like are the author's sign manual of the gifts that are to folloAV and 
of w hat sort they Avid be. 
There will be sunshine in them as in the land 
where they were Avritten, but alternating avi111 black clouds and terrific storms, 
loyalty with disloyalty, peace with Avar, family affection with the feuds of 
kinsmen, the love of Independence Avith fidelity to colonial tradition, love with 
duty, filial devotion with ji lover's consecration, all intensified by the undeni­ 
able influences which belong to.race and environment. 
To characterize these 44 volumes that he published in 33 ycjirs Avould 
manifestly be beyond the scope of anything less than a literary biography. 
On the other hand, it may be said of this voluminous writer, as of many who 
have written l e s s , that ta quote a single passage as an example of his produc­ 
tion is as ju st as to bring forward a scale of bark ami say. “ Behold the 
palmetto tree!” 
Passing tty “Guy Rivers" arid tin* rest of his border stories and the Indian 
romance of “The Yemassee,” a great success, tilt* first of the Revolution tales, 
“The Partisan,” appears the same year A v ith Kennedy's “Horse-Shoe Robin­ 
son,” 1835. 
In this, as in tile most of his narratives, true or fictitious, there 
is an abundance of action, and, while the reader is hurried over rough places, 
there is no danger of falling asleep. 
In “MeHJ^banipe” the career of Marion during the period described, the 
w riter asserts, is true to the letter of written history. If the story varies from 
this, the author is careful to mention in ji preface that the divergence is sup­ 
ported by tradition. 
But he will not dignify tins interesting episode Avith the 
name of historical romance, because it contains nothing which had a visible 
effect 
upon the progress of the Revolution. 
Still, it throws a strong light 
upon “the times th a t tried men’s souls” and gives th at personality and par­ 
ticularity to events and actors which the best histories canuot stop to give in 
dealing with large Issues. 
The reader who takes up these romances of our earlier writers must not 
expect them to resemble the fine spun creations of the present day. 
They are 
not fabrications of the drawing room and the city 
street or country village. 
They beloug to the 
frontier, the settlement or the colonial town, to 
backwoodsmen, patriot troops aud British regu­ 
lars. 
As such they have a roughness or some­ 
times an inartistic artificiality th at is no better, 
with scenes th at would lie overdrawn if they were 
less than true in their violence. 
They represent 
the heroic tim e in all its strength of purpose with 
the incidental bitterness that grew out of it be­ 
tween men of the same neighborhood or of the 
same race who had resorted to arm s on a question 
of loyalty to an oppressive government or of inde­ 
pendent home rule. 
Fourscore year- later readers 
of tnese romances could understand in Vie light 
Simms. 
of a subsequent w ar bow families could be Heje 
arated and feuds spring up between friendly households and some of the 
distresses of an earlier time be reproduced. 
A few other novelists 
of this primitive period do not deserve the oblivion 
that 
is likely to befall them.

One of the most sensational black­ 
mailing schemes ever attempted 
in 
this nan of the country has just been 
made public through the threatened 
abduction of the children of A. R. Pea­ 
cock. of Pittsburg, and but tor the 
• 
timely arrival of three of 
Pittsburg's 
shrewdest 
detectives, 
the 
soh* me 
wo'dd probably have 
beeu 
carried 
out. 
Colonel J. N. Taylor, president 
of 
the Knowles, Taylor & Knowles com­ 
pany, was the intended victim. 
The 
blackmailers demanded in an anony­ 
mous letter that unless 
$.">,000 
was 
placed in a hollow tile near the West 
End bridge at a certain specified time 
he would be assassinated. 
The recipient of the letter immedi­ 
ately turned It over to the Perkins 
Detective agency of Pittsburg, with in­ 
structions to spare no expense in run­ 
ning down the guilty parties. 
Three 
of the best men that could be secured 
were sent here and immediately began 
work on the case. 
The postoffice de­ 
partment was first visited and the de­ 
tectives were not long in finding out 
that the letter had been dropped in a 
I lox tn the west end of the city. 
Ef­ 
forts were at once directed to that 
section with the hope of striking 
a 
clue which they were not long In find­ 
ing. 
fine of the detectives dressed as an 
ordinary workingman, 
the others as 
tramps, but all apparently strangers 
to each other, within a day after their 
arrival were loafing around the site 
of th*- old Specialty glass works and 
along the railroad in 
that 
vicinity. 
They were not long in forming the 
acquaintance of the suspect and under 
some clever pretext soon had a speci­ 
men of his handwriting in their pos­ 
session. 
This, together with the let­ 
ter. was immediately turned over 
to 
handwriting experts in Pittsburg, who 
pronounced the handwriting identical 
with that in the letter sent to Colonel 
Taylor and that both papers had been 
penned by the same band. This con­ 
vinced the detectives that their suspi­ 
cions were correct, but they were una­ 
ble, at th** time, to secure sufficient 
additional evidence to justify them in 
placing the man under arrest. 
During all this time both the sus­ 
pect and Colonel Taylor were careful­ 
l y shadowed, in order that a nj attempt 
to carry the threatened attack into 
* x cc ut ion could be prevented. 
Final­ 
ly the man * Idently becoming suspl- 
(iou*- of hi- newly formed acquaintar 
Ce*, suddenly disappeared and all trace 
for a time was lost. 
He was located 
some time later in Pittsburg and has 
been practically under the surveillance 
of the police ever since. Colonel Tay­ 
lor was seen by a News Review repor­ 
ter this morning and said: 
“ Yes, the story is true, but I did not 
intend it should become public. 
I re­ 
ceived a letter several weeks ago de­ 
manding that $5 OOO be placed in 
a 
tile near the West End bridge or the 
writer would assassinate me, 
I Im­ 
mediately placed the matter iii the 
hands of the Perkins Detective agency 
of Pittsburg, and sent Instructions to 
spare no expense in capturing the gull 
ty parties 
Three of their best men 
were sent here, but they did cot ar­ 
rive until after the time specified for 
me to leave the money. 
“I did not fear assassination, but I 
thought a person that would send a 
letter of such a threatening 
nature 
deserved to be punished. 
From the 
evidence secured by the dele*lives I 
am fully convinced as to the identity 
of th** guilty party, yet it was not suf­ 
ficient to Insure a conviction 
I am 
told that the same party is now sus­ 
pected of threatening to abdat! A. R. 
Peacock's children, of Pittsburg, de­ 
manding money, and I presume the 
Pittsburg 
detectives 
have 
good 
grounds for 
their suspicions, as 
he 
has been under strict surveillance ever 


since he left here. 
I have been 
ad­ 
vised by them, from time to time, of 
his movements, but there has been no 
further effort to extort money 
from 
me, as they suspected he would do.’’ 
While the detectives were here they 
stopped at the Thompson House, and 
as they did not seem to be acquainted 


they did not attraet any particular a t 
tention from the attaches or guests 
at the hotel. 
A Pittsburg paper states: 
“Detect­ 
ives believe that two letters received 
last January which threatened the ab­ 
duction of the children of A. R Pea­ 
cock unless $ I .OOO was deposited in a 
specified place, were written 
j y the 
same man. who has. at different times 
during th** past two years, written 
epistles to many prominent 
. en in 
this section, 
threatening kidnaping, 
assassination and other calamities to 
those who do not leave money 
for 
him at designated places. 
It is gener­ 
ally understood that the man «n ques­ 
tion is merely a crank and that his 
threats are empty ones. He has been 
rather too active of late, however, and 
will probably In* arrested in a day or 
two.”

of observation th a t are continually su gg estive of Irving mid ‘‘BraceUrldge 
H all." 
T h e ir m inuteness of descriptive detail is photographic in accuracy, 
leaving also stron g im pressions of salient featu res an d a general view of som e­ 
w h at drow sy an d disheveled landscapes, like those o f the H udson in th e d a y s 
of the D utch. 
Sleepy Hollow is recalled by tin* dell on th e bunks of the 
Ja m e s and Iehabod C rane by th e P edagogue club.

second Lord B altim ore aud of the d istu rban ces consequent upon King Charles* 
order to su b stitu te P ro te sta n ts for Rom an C atholics lu every provincial office 
of trust. 
P ictures of domestic life a lte rn a te w ith wilder scenes on lund and 
sea In a tim e w h en sm uggling w as not sh arply 
distinguished from legitim ate com m erce by a d ­ 
venturous skippers.
